The White Adriatic was introdiK cd 
>ra Sicily and is cons dered to be 


finest drying fig yet produced in 
ifornia. When grown on drain-.-il 


it is as far superior to the co n- 


inon figs as the Bartlett p--ar is to the 
TVild pear. It is perhaps the nvst 
proiitable of all fruits. The fruit is 
very large, skin is thin 111. e tissue ] a- 
per". and of a greenish jvllow coU r: 
•fcbc puJp has the colorofVarnation, is 
exceedingly aromatic lik; the high- 
est type of a flaAored cc ndiment or 


armalade. being oily an 1 sweet. A 
•lect Adriatic fig I ccnsider tilt^ 
Js.t fruit grown. Tlie tree needs 


•well drained soil and dry ground to 
produce s|Oodfruit. OnipMat grou ul 
tlie fruit\s insipid, in fait jsworili- 
less both for tuble and iryhg p-.r- 


poses. I believe this fig will come to 
be of the highest -importance in this 
State, as well as in others which 
havfo a climate like ours or that of 
the Mediterranean -countries. Fig 
trees should be allowed to branch out 
about four feet from the ground, and 
should never be pruned .]ike other 
trees after the head has been once 
formed, only 
branches interfering 


with one another should be cut out. 
The ''topping back" of a fig tree 
causes it to produce coarse, poor and 
thick skinned fruit, which will in no 
Vfay resemble the fruit from properly 
trimmed trees. The roots are very 
tender, and great care should be ex- 
ercised in planting to keep them 
moist and not allow them to btcomo 
dry.The San Pedro or apple fig is the 
largest fig in existence. The sltin is a 
polden yellow, shaded green. Tho 
fruit is very palatable and is a good 
table fig, also commands a good 
market. The tree bears earl}' and 
abundantly. 


The Brown Turkey is a very' large 


fig, and is the earliest fig in tne San 
Francisco market. 


The Mission is the large, black fig 


common in California; is a good 
grower and bearer, but not a fino fig 
in other respects. 


The Brunswick is the largest black 


fig known, ami ripens early in June. 
It produces successive cror.a up to 
September. 


The'Bulletin Smyrna No. 1 is the 


fig imported from Smyrna by the San 
Francisco Jiitlleliii. It is said to be 
very fine, though, us yet, I ha\e not 
seen the fruit.

A correspondent of the /SVwiwimi 


nud Fanner writes as follows on 
horses for farmers to breed : 


That horses be bred to advantage, 


the business requires to be in suitable 
bands. It is well to breed for some- 
thing out of which considerable vahw 
111 ay be developed through having 
sixe, style, and fair ability for travel. 
But the qualifications we interpose, 
"in suitable hands," has no litUe 
foive in settling the question, as a 
good deal of knowledge of horso 
matters is required to enable a 
man to select material for the com- 
bination named, and the very best 
of judgment is i,ceded to enable, any 
man to maintain it in his breeding 
operations. 
As is well known of 


trotting horses, we may secure what 
appears to be a fair trotting forma- 
tion, yet not secure the indispensa- 
ble trotting instinct,; or, as it may 
not be inaptly termed, a genius for 
trotting. 
In breeding, the higher 


class of horses having sufficient size 
to command good figures in 
1lu> 


larger cities, where stately double 
teams are wanted, it is not with 
every team, in fact with very few, 
that \vp secure the sixe in combina- 
tion with an ability to reach out and 
move with attractive elasticity. 


These combinations of si/.e and 


gait, combined with good looks, have 
been so difficult to secure witli n 
reasonable uniformity of success, that 
what do w<; see'as the result? Noth- 
ing less than that fi large proportion 
of our city carriage teams are bred in 
part from the two leading draft horse 
strains, perhaps most irniuently from 
the 
Pen-heron, because, possibly, 


from the less surplus hair upon the 
legs, and from .some strains of the 
French bred horse we get something 
quite a remove from tho strictly draft 
horse, with a height of sixteen hands 
and a weight of 1:100 to 1MOO pound*, 
with a clever amount o;' go 3d looks. 
an intelligent disposition, free at bis 
work, and, withal, a pretty free step- 
per, being able to go along at a good 
business gait—say eight,to nine miles 
an hour. Npw, a horse of tins sort 
never comes amiss. lie is rarely, 
if ever, so mettlesome as not to be 
well adapted to all classes'of farm 
work and teaming, and in every 
sense to make an 
excellent "uT.

If the farmer confines bis efforts to 


breeding a heavy class of horses, the 
sires used bc-ing first-class and the 
dams good country minus, lie will 
got a strong, growtl.y lot' of colts, 
gooil feeders, and hardy, because 
pretty much all fresh crosses made- 
in this way—now blood bc-ing used— 
will be found to result in producing 
young stock possessing extra vitality 
and vigor, ?ucii as will show strong, 
elastic motion at all ages and at. 
every gait, giving in growth a good 
return for the feed they consume. I' 
he happens to have among bis brood 
marcs one or more Ihat are well 
bred of other strains than draft, hav- 
ing respectable sixe and good action, 
the kind of sire we speak of will, from 
such maros quite generally bring 
something better

doomed 10 mere- farm drudgery or to 
hauling- brick or stunt- about the 
streets of a city ; in other words, tii; 
class of ,'iories that are wanted for 
heavy family carriages are 
quite 


likely ;o spring from this union of 
nice. upheaded,good sized mares and 
the finest lookers ami best stepper? 
of the class referred to. The heavy 
horse necessarily lias power, because 
his mere weight is an unvarying 
source of power when lie leans for- 
ward in the collar. Hence, if you 
breed in such a manner as will al- 
ways give weight, you are pretty sure 
to get no property that you will have 
practically to nive away, as is so 
commonly done with much of the 
runty, mongrel stock forced 
off in 


third class markets- in the cities of 
the country.
